“Of the storms between 1878 and 1808 
three originated at Martinique and two ap- 
proached the coast. An important meteoro- 
logical event was the West Indian hurri- 
cane off the Windward Islands on Sept. 10 
and 11 last year. The storm was particular- 
ly destructive to the Barba , eighty-three 
persons being killed, 150 ingured. and $2,500, - 
000 worth of property destfoyed. After the 
1ith the hurricane center moved northward 
with a marked loss of stréngth, and disap- 
péared east of the Bahamis on Sept.14. A 
second storm of tropical origin appeared on 
the east Gulf of Mexico on Sept. 25. It 
moved northward over the Bahamas, where 
it developed almost a hufricane violence, 
causing considerable The Atiantic 
coast ports were advised of the progress and 
character of this storm, which was not se- 
verely felt in the United States.

Weakness of the Bordereau. 

Some interesting information concerning 
the testimony of Lieutenant Colonel Jeanne, 
one of-the new witnesses called by Colonel 
Jouaust, has come to light. The most im- 
portant accusation against Dreyfus is the 
statement in the bordereau that the pris- 
oner communicated the project of the firing 
manual for field artillery to Schwartzkop- 
pen. The text of the bordereau concerning 
the manual is as follows: 

“The document is difficult to obtain. I 
(Dreyfus) cannot have possession of it 
but a few days. The Minister of War has 
sent a fixed number of copies to the several 
corps, and each corps is responsible for the 
return of it. Each officer in possession of 
one must return it after the maneuvers. If, 
then, you want to, take out of it whatever 
interests you and hold it afterwards at my 
disposition, unless, indeed, you desire that I 
copy it in extenso and send the copy to you. 
I am just leaving for the maneuvers.” — 

This was written, according to the border- 
eau, on the 14th of March, 1894. |

Dossier Reeks with Scandal, 
I hear that, in unclean imaginings, the 


secret military dossier exceeds the worst 
topshelf literature, To secure secrecy the 
scribes who worked for Henry and his 
friends did not hesitate to forge letters from 
high diplomatic personages. Nearly a score 
of love-letters from a woman high in the 
diplomatic spheré are supposed to have 
been seized in the dispatch box of an embassy | 
during transmission to Berlin. The person 
whom she is represented as having had as 
a correspondent was an attaché of an em- 
bassy there, and much younger than her- 
self, who is made to appear impassioned, 
quite an Eloise. Of course, she mentions the 
Dreyfus affair, and asks the attaché to help 
to whitewash the unfortunate Captain.

TALK OF RUSKIN SCHEME. 


CHICAGO EDUCATORS INTERESTED 
IN THE VROOMAN PROJECT. 


University Professors Generally Ap- 
prove the Plan of Teaching Sociolo- 
and Economics to Workingmen, 
bat Lack Familiarity with Details 
of the Proposed Institatton—Presi- 
dent Harper Says He Knows Little 
About the Enterprise. 


The plans of Walter Vrooman and his rep- 
resentative, Charles A. Beard, to start a 
school in Chicago on a plan similar to that of 
Ruskin Hall at Oxford, have aroused the in- 
terest of university professors and other 
educators at work along varied lines. The 
few. people who could be seen last night 
about the University of Chicago said such 
a school as might be founded in Chicago 
would be of great benefit, but they were not 
sufficiently familiar with the details of the 
peta idea to say whether it would fill the 

ace. 

Professor Edmund J. James, head of the 
college for teachers and political economist, 
said he would welcome anything that would 
Place opportunities in the way of all who 
desire to study social, political, and econom- 
ical questions. 

There certainly is need of such an insti- 
tulon,“ he added. The universities are not 
open to every one. Only those who are pre- 


| pared by a high school training, and after 


that two years of college work, are given the 
advantages of university instruction in the 
problems ef politics and economy. The 
old, medieval idea that the academic stand- 
ard mus be kept up by the requirements of 


Greek and Latin, mathematics, etc., before 


a man is allowed to study the problems in 
which he is interested, is wrong. The uni- 
versity must keep up its own standard, but 
there is no reason why its. work should not 
be extended. | 


Workingmen Are Interested. 

I was talking on economic questions with 
a young man who is learning the plumbing 
trade. He was well informed and much in- 
terested. He asked me if I knew where he 
could go to take a course in such branches. 
I could tell him of no place. If it is sucha 
place that the Ruskin plan will provide, it 
ought to be a success. N 

There have been so many shallow 
schemes of educational extension that one 
should know the details of this before saying 
anything definit about it. The labor unions 
are trying to do some of this work in their 
evening meetings and the opinions of some 
of their leaders would be valuable. I don’t 
particularly like the name of Ruskin. He 
wrote fine English, but he was one of the 
worst cranks that ever entered the field of 
political economy.”’ 

Professor Stephen Bauer of the University 
of Basle, Switzerland, who has been spend- 
ing the summer quarter at the Chicago 
University, expressed his admiration of such 
a plan if it were carried out in a practical 
way. 

What you Americans need,” he said, is 


a kind of common denominator of education; 


something like a connecting link between the 


| university here and Hull House. There 


should be something that will give the work- 
ingman a chance to educate himself in polit- 
ical economy. Here you have many advan- 
tages of free education for all, yet in the 


great centers like Chicago there is little | 


opportunity for the workingman and the 
merchant, perhaps, to get the education in 
these practical subjects that they want. 
„In Oxford two years ago I talked of such 
a school for London. Oxford men were not 
interested, but some one did start the school 
and the success of the London School of 


Economy speaks for itself.” 


Favors Study of Economics. 

Professor Zueblin of the Economical de- 
partment said: The plan for Chicago must 
be quite different from that of Ruskin Hall 
at Oxford. There it is aimed to offer a 
place where workinmmen can 80 and live 
in the atmosphere of the old university = 
n 

Chicago there is no such atmosphere; we 
have only odors here. It would mean a 
plan for bringing the university down to 
the people rather than lifting them up to it. 
But I see the need for-a more general edu- 


cation in economics.”’ 


President Harper said: I have not 
studied this plan. I know little about it. 
If it is said that university professors will 
assist in the work of such an institution, I 
do not know that any such arrangements 
have been made.“

The terrible nature of the West Indian 
hurricane has been famous for centuries.

DEATHS IN THE 

The death losses of the American military 
forces in the Philippines during the four- 
teen months ending Aug. 1 foot up forty- 
one officers and 684 enlisted men. Ot this 
total of 725 the deaths from disease were 
380. while 345 officers and men were killed 
in action or died from wounds received in 
battle. The average number of men 
operating in the Philippines has been about 
80,000. The lopses by disease have been 
less, therefore, than 1½ per cent. The 
deaths in the United States in the camps 
of mobilization and among soldiers going 
to and returning from the seat of war jwere 
4,100. The tropical climate of Luzon has 
not been as fatal as was the milder climate 
of the United States. 

This death rate in the Philippinés ts re- 
markably low. No European soldiers on 
duty in the tropics have ever escaped as 
easily. The Spanish regiments serving in 
Luzon fared far worse. The comparative 
immunity of the Americans was due part- 
ly to the fact that they were in admirable 
physical condition when they left home, 
but chiefly to the fact that their officers 
have taken extremely good care of them. 
The soldiers have been supplied abundlant- 
ly with suitable food and they have been 
compelled to observe sanitary rules. Thus 
it is that they have been able to esdure 
with so little loss the labors of a trying

BRAIN DEGENERATION. 
Is it really a popular error that our 
brains in modern days are better than those 
of our fathers”? Colonel Elsdale says so 
in an article in the Nineteenth Century. 
He asserts that our best brain power is 
deteriorating, for “the average develop- 
ment of any real creative capacity or orig- 
inal talent is steadily decreasing.” In his 
opinion the Greek brain, the literary output 
of which collegians sweat and swear over, 
represented the high water mark of the 
human intellect, from ‘which level the tide 
is now steadily receding. 3 
According to the Colonel the faculties of 
th® brain may be divided into receptive and. 
creative. He contends that the first-men- 
tioned faculties have been overdeveloped, to 
the detriment of the latter, just as the 
blacksmith strengthens his arm muscles 
at the expense of his leg muscles. So mod- 
ern education and environment are dwarf- 
ing and stunting the reasoning, imaginative, 
inventive, and creative faculties. ‘“ The 
brains of our boys will educationally be 
molded towards the type of, say, the clever, 
versatile American lady, and so far the 
chances of their growing up into really great 
men,” like Socrates, Plato, Shakspeare, and 
Bismarck, will tend to diminish. There will 
be no deep thinkers, concocting original 
philosophies, writing epics and tragedies, 
etc. | | 
Colonel Elsdale asserts further that the 
increasing mental impatience of the age is 
the sworn foe of real, serious thought and 
deep study of any subject. He comments 
on the fact that a sermon an hour long 
would empty modern pews, while in the 
days of the Commonwealth men would 
listen attentively to sermons all day, He 
argues that this shows that “ men’s brains 
in those days were capable of sustained at- 
tention to reasoned and argumentative dis- 
courses prolonged to a duration which at 
present would be altogether out of the ques- 
tion.” Men can no longer concentrate 
their thoughts on a book like “ The Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire.” They 
must have newspapers, magazines, and 
short stories, and these they merely skim 
over. They have lost, says the Colonel, the 
faculty of concentrating their thoughts on 
what they read. Mental impatience, com- 
bined with unthinking recepti : 
ens to become universal.“ | 
Another factor in brain deterioration, ac- 
cording to Colonel Elsdale, is the leveling 
and democratic spirit of the age. Rulers 
have to consult the whims of “ a badly en- 
lightened democracy.” Machinery is crush- 
ing out independence and originality in 
workmen, and their employers are losing 
‘scope for individual initiative and individual 
brain power because of the deadening in- 
fluence of rings and trusts.” The general 
tendency of the age is to reduce us all 
to one monotonous dead level of uniform 
mediocrity.” 
And, finally, the “steadily increasing 
Mammon worship of the age is unfavora- 
ble to the production of master minds. To 
that and the love of luxury and ease is 
due the scanty development of really first- 
rate and commanding intellect on the other 
side of the Atlantic among 60,000,000 of our 
educated and intelligent American cousins.” 
William J. Bryan, William E. Mason, and 
several thousand other American states- 
men should rise up indignantly and say that 
this country has commanding intellects, 
“and if you want to see them look at us.” 
Colonel Elsdale hopes for better things, 
however, as the result of the appearance of 
the United States in the world arena asa 
first class power.

THE CUBAN CENSUS. | 
The arrangements for the taking of the 
Cuban census are completed, and it is hoped 
that the work may be finished by December, 
so that Congress may have before it data 
which it will need in order to be able to 
legislate intelligently concerning the island. 
The census will be a simple affair as com- 
pared with the one to be taken in the 
United States next year. No attempt will | 
be made to collect manufacturing or mor- 
tality statistics, but the exact population 
of Cuba, as to which there is much un- 
certainty, will be ascertained. The enum- | 
erators will endeavor to find out how many 
adult males there are, and what proportion 
should be classified as whites and as blacks, 
That may be difficult to ascertain, for the 
two colors shade into one another more 
than they do in the United States. An at- 
tempt will be made also to find how many 
of the inhabitants can read and write and 
how many are landowners or taxpayers. 
With this information Congress will be 
better able to tell how to establish in Cuba 
that stable government which has been

Says Some of the Testimony Heard Re- 
garding Elevators Is Erroneous — 
Declares Handlers of Farm Prod- 
ucts Are Willing to Be Investigated 
and That They Have Grievances of 
Their Own—Bernard W. Snow Asks 
Protection for Beet Sugar Industry.

Murry Nelson, head of the grain commis- 
sion firm of Murry Nelson & Co., was an 
interested spectator yesterday during the 
‘afternoon session of the Agricultural com- 
mittee of the Industrial commission at the 
Palmer House, and after the session had 
closed he talked informally with the mem- 
bers. He said he had read the reports in 
the newspapers and believed that mistaken 
testimony was being presented concerning 
‘elevators and the grain business in Chicago. 
He had come to hear the testimony and 
learn something about the objects of the 
committee, what sort — 7 — it was 
inviting, and what results it ex 1 

He — told by Senator Kyle that at the 
end ot the two years for which the commis- 
gion was appointed a report would be made 
and that the material and conclusions drawn 
from the testimony in all probability would 
be used by the different committees of Con- 
gress. Mr. Nelson was told that the com- 
mission would be glad to hear from him, and 
he probably will be one of the witnesses 
within the next few days. He said the grain 
men were willing to be investigated, but did 
not enjoy having misstatements made con- 
cerning them. They themselves had some 
grievances they would like to have remedied. 


Wants Beet Sugar Protected. 

At the morning session Berndrd W. Snow 
of the Orange Judd company was one of the 
witnesses. He said that some provision 
should Be made at once to keep the sugar 
product of the Philippines from rushing into 
this country free of duty. If it did, he said, 
it would be the death of the growing beet 
sugar industry. He thought arrangements 
should be made by: which the national gov- 
ernment should take charge of the enforce- 
ment ot the pure food laws and the sup- 
pression of disease among cattle, and that 


commission also should examine the ex- 


ports. 

E. 8. Richards, the Chicago commission 
merchant who was on the stand on Thurs- 
Gay, appeared again. He suggested that 
the Interstate commerce commission be giv- 
en more power and that the warehouse ques- 


‘tion be brought before Congress at once. 


He thought the commerce law should be 
framed so as to give additional protection 
to grain shippers, and that the commission 
should be made up of men of practical know]l- 
edge instead of being composed of lawyers. . 


Organisation Among Farmers. 
The only witriess of the afternoon was 


Oliver W. Wilson, master of the IIlinois 


State Grange, who lives near Magnolia, III. 
He announced that he believed there was a 
combination of elevators to keep down the 
price of grain by doing away with competi- 
tion, and that it wag aided by the railroads, 
either directly or indirectly. In his own 
town he said there are two elevators which 
did not vary one-eighth of a cent in the 
price paid. In the extension of the Indiana, 
Tilincis and Iowa railroad from Streator 
across central Illinois, he said, the company 
would allow no elevators erected except by 
one company. He favored government con- 
trol of railroads, or, if that should not suc- 
ceed, government ownership. 

He said organization had accomplished 
much for the farmers both in securing reme- 


‘Gal legislation and in bringing them to- 
gether to devise means of bettering their 


social and educational conditions. He 
thought the farm telephone was one of the 
great influences that was bettering the con- 
dition of farmers: and he said that this and 
the free rural mail delivery had been secured 
by organization. He thought the condition 
of the farmers of Illinois: was good, though 
not so good as it had been several years ago. 
One of the chief difficulties was the distance 
the producer was removed from the con- 
sumer through middlemen. He bélieved the 


- sonsumer was paying as much as he should 


pay, but the producer was receiving less 
than his due.

Corporation Counsel Walker yesterday a 
proved an opinion by 
Corporation Counsel Fyffe, in which it was 
held that the employés of the Civil Service 
commission are protected by the civil serv- 
ice law. It was received by ident Lind- 
blom and the employés of the office with 
great rejoicings, but Commissioners Carroll 
and Ludwig threaten to disregard it. 

The opinion, which overrules one on the 
same subject given by Corporation Counsel 
‘Thornton, draws a distinction between the

actually employed. These latter exam- 
iners,”’ Mr. Fyffe holds, are of course not 
under the civil service law, but the regular 
ones, who are on the city’s pay-rolls at a 
regular monthly salary, do not at all differ 
from any other city employés and are under 
the civil service law. 

Under this decision the 
commission who have taken the examina- 
tion and been certified, as all of them have, 
cannot be removed except for cause, and 
the recent action of Commissioners Carroll 
and Ludwig in giving some of these em- 
ployés involuntary vacations and then put- 
ting outsiders in their places is illegal.

BETTING ON RACES CARRIED ON IN 
SHAM BILLIARD HALLS. 


Odds Posted on St. Louis and Saratoga 
Speed Conteats at 17 Plymouth 
Place and at 253 Clark Street—Hun- 
dreds of Men and Boys Make Wag- 
ers; Being Assured There Is No Need 
to Fear Police Interference—Names 
of Proprietors Kept Secret. 


Gambling was going on in Chicago yester- 
day in wide open style, but was confined 
to betting on horse races. At 17 Plymouth 
place and 253 South Clark street money 
changed hands as rapidly as at a regulation 
race track, and hundreds of men and boys 
were absorbed in the sport. 

None of Chief Kipley’s detectives or patrol- 
men seemed to be aware of the existence 
of the poolrooms. At least they kept away 
from them during the busy hours of the 
afternoon. Both places have been running 
full blast for a week, and-the proprietors 
are said to have assured their patrons that 
no- fears need be entertained of police inter- 
ference. 

Each of these poolrooms is operated under 
the disguise of a billiard hall. To carry out 
the sham there are in each several billiard 


cues. At 17 Plymouth place, however, it 
would have been impossible to roll a ba:l 
across any of the tables without inter- 
fering with the comfort of the men who sat 
thereon. At 252 Clark street a young man 
was busy at a solitaire game of pool.
